GENERAL HARRISON AND PARTY 
LEAVE INDIANAPOLIS. 


DEMONSTRATIONS ALONG THE ROUTE 


Immense Crowds at Every Station—Buillding 
of Bonftres and the Booming of 
Cannon—Who Compose the Party. 
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InpranArouis, February 25.—Many build- 
ings in the. business portion of the city are 
gaily decorated in flags and bunting, while 
from the top of nearly every building floats the 
stars and stripes in honor of the departure this 
afternoon of President-elect Harrison. Quite 
a number of country people came in to witness 
the departure of the general. General Harri- 
son’s time was pretty well occupied with re- 
ceiving a constant stream of callers who caine 
to say gooubye. 

At 10 o’clock a delegation from the Com- 
mercial Traveling Men’s Republican league of 
Chicago, called to present the general a hand- 
some gripsack for use on his journey. 3 

At2o’clock Governor Hovey and Mayor 
Deuny arrived to escort the president-elect to 
the railroad. Shortly after, General and Mrs. 
Harrison emerged from the house, preceded 
by the governor and mayor. The general 
occupied the first carriage with Governor 
Hovey; and Mayor Denny and Mrs. Harrison 
and Mr. and Mrs. McKee occupied the next 
carriage. A string of carriages and 

A THOUSAND OR MORE PEOPLE 
followed the carriages down Delaware street, 
and the greatest euthusiasm prevailed along 
the route. Groups of people cheered en- 
thusiastically as the carriages drove by, the 
genoral constantly tipping his hat and waving 
his hand in farewell to some old friend whom 
he recognized. 

It was 3 o’clock when the party reached the 
union station, where a crowd of full ten 
thousand awaited them. The general and his 
party were escorted to their car. The great 
throng continued cheering and the president- 
elect presently appeared on the rear platform, 
accompanied by Governor Hovey, who intro- 
duced him to the crowd and called for order, 
which being partially secured General Harri- 
son said: 

GENERAL HARRISON’S SPEECH. 

My Good Friends and Neiginbors—I cannot trust 
myself to putin words whatI feel at this time. 
Every kind thouzht that isin your mind and every 


good wish that isin your heart for me findsits re- 
sponsive wish and thought in my mind and heart 
for each of you. Ilovethiscity. It hasbeen my 
own cherished home. Twice tefore I have left it 
to discharge public dnties and reiurned toit with 
giainess. Ihopetodosoagain. It is a city on 
whose streets pompous displays of wealth are not 
seen, It is full of pleasant homes, and in these 
homes there isan unusual store of contentment. 
The memory of your favor and kindness will abide 
with me and my strong desire to hold your respect 
and confidence will s'rengthen me in the discharge 
of my new and respousible duties, 

Let me say farewellto all my Indiana friends 
For the public tonorsthat have cometome, 1 am 
their grateful debtor. They haye made the debt so 
large thatI can never discharge it. There is a 
ereat sense Of loneliness in the discharge of high 
public duties. A moment of decision is one of Iso- 
lation. Butthere is One whose help comes ever in 
to quiet the chamber of judgment, and to His wise 
and untailing guidance will | look for direction and 
safety. 

My family unite with mein grateful thanks for 
this cordial good-bye and with me wish that these 
years of separation may be full of peace and happi- 
ness for each of you. 

THE TRAIN STARTS. 

The speech was received with cheers. At 
its conclusion the general re-entered his car 
and the train at once proceeded at 3:15. 

QUICK TIME MADE. 

Rrcumonpd, Ind., February 25.—The train 
pulled out of Indianapolis union station amidst 
the huzzas of thousands gathered there and of 
those who lined the tracks as far asthe city 
limits. The presidential! party are assigned by 
cars as follows: 

On the rear car, No. 120, President Bobert’s 
private car, are General and Mrs. Harrison, 
Mr. and Mrs. MeKee and their two children, 
and Mrs. Lord, Mrs. Harrisou’s sister, and the 
children’s nurse. 

The next coach is the elegant palace car 
Maywood,” upholstered in blue plush. This 
car is oceupled by Russell B. Harrison, wife 
and child, with a nnrse; Senator Saunders and 
wife, Hon. J. N. Huston. W.H. Miller, Mrs. 
Easton, General Harrison’s half sister; Private 
Seeretary Halford and Mrs. Harrison's maid. 

The next forward was the ‘‘lolanthe,’’an ele- 
cant vestibule car tendered tothe Associated 
Press. It wasin charge of Charles Hedges, 
special revreseutative of the Associated Press. 
He had with him as guests of the association a 
dozen representatives of as many different 
newspapers. 

A NUMBER OF BRIEF STOPS 
were made, but Richmond, Ind., was reached 
in an honrand forty-two minutes, a distance 
of sixty-eight miles. Here a crowd ef 4,000 
re gathered, and Genera] Harrison, 
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obedient toa mighty shout from them, went 
pon the rear platform and briefly expressed 
tis thanks for their cordial greeting. The 
president’s car was half filled with flowers, to 
the great delight of its lady occupants. 
ARRIVAL AT COLUMBUS. 
ConrumbBus, Ohio, February 25,—The presi- 
dent’s train left Richmond to the sound of 
booming cannon and screeching whistles, 
mingled with the voices of enthusiastic multi- 
tudes. After leaving Richmond, the general 
passenger agent of the Pennsylvania railroad 
company fitted out the entire party, from Gen- 
ra! iarrison to the colored porter who accom- 
panies him to the white house, with tickets for 
he trip at the regular rates of fare. Genile- 
men representing the press did the same as the 
h gentlomen of old, paid as they 
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others, aud like 
went. 

At Piqua, O., 5,000 people were assembled, 
but party on train were just sitting down to 
supper, and there was no Speech inaking, Gen- 
eral Harrison merely bowing bis acknowledge- 
ments as the train moved out.

A large number of 
jadies were in the crowd, and many of them 
were injured, as the apparently maddened 
crowd showed no respect for anyone about 
them. The entire membership of the legisla- 
ture went down with the Foraker club, but 
they were all lost sight of in the general crush. 
There was no definite programme carried out. 
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It was the intention to have several songs 
from the glee club,tand also listen to a speech 
from General Harrison. 

The former was almost entirely eliminated 

from the programme, and less than fifty per- 
sons heard anything the president-elect had to 
say. Pevuple standing within ten feet of him 
could see his lips move, asif in the act of 
making a speech, and that was all. Cheering, 
firing of ¢annon, beating of drums and general 
confusion lost none of its force, The general 
talked less than five minutes. He was intro- 
duced by Governor Foraker, who said that it 
was useless for him to tell any one in the vast 
crowd who he was. Mrs. Harrison, Russell 
Harrison, and as many of the ladies of the 
party as could, crowded on tothe platform 
where the general was speaking. While 
General Harrison and ladies showed that they 
appreciated the ovation, 
MRS. HARRISUN HAD A PAINFUL EXPRESSION 
on her fate, as she watched the crowd fairly 
crawling over each other, and the proba- 
bility of some of the ladies in thé crowd being 
seriously injured. She stopped the general in 
his speech as she called his attention to the 
manner in which the ladies were being pushed 
and wedged here and there, unable to help 
themselves. There was some lack of manage- 
ment in the whole affair, and no person is de- 
serving of any credit, for the manner in which 
the reception was carried out, except the en- 
tire mass, who were bent upon giving the 
president-elect an ovation of the old time kind. 
As soon as the general left the platform, tle 
erowd. began to grow less dense, though the 
train was wedged about by people until pulled 
out, The time given to Columbus was at least 
double that which was arranged by the origi- 
ual programme. 


THE INAUGURATION. 
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Strangers Arriving in Washington—High 
Prices for Views from Windows. 

WasHINGTON, February 25.—On_ every 
hand there are numerous evidences 
of the hear ‘approach of the inaugura- 
tion. Many strangers have already .ar- 
rived in the city and are engaged in viewing 
public buildings and places of interest about the 
city. Work is being rapidly pushed on stands along 
the line of march, and in some cases}has been fin- 
ished with the exception of putting chairs in place 
for the spectators. The papers contain numerous 
advertisements offering to let windows fronting on 
Pennsylyania avenue for inauguration day. The 
prices asked are generally about $25, but as much 
as $109 has been obtained for the use of a room es-~ 
pecially eligible for a good view of the procession. 

A GRAND BALL ROOM, 

At the pension building workmen have been 
busily engaged jfor some time, transforming the 
courbvinto what is confidently predicted will be the 
most beauti.ul room in which an inaugural ball 
was ever heid, At the city post office mail has al~ 
ready begun to arrive for General Harrison, in an- 
ticipation of his coming, and*ti is increasing daily. 

There will be no ceremonies of any kind on Gen- 
eral Herrison’s arrival tomorrow. He will be met 
at the station by Colonel: Britton and perhaps a few 
others, and conducted as quietly as possible to the 
Arlington hotel. 

ARRANGING FOR THE PROCESSION. 

General Hastings, adjutant general to Governor 
Beaver, grand marshall of the inaugural parade, is 
hard at work assigning places inline to various or. 
ganizations which have given notice of their inten- 
tion to participate. The first division will be com. 
manded by Brigadier General H. G. Gibsonand will 
consist of regular United States troops aud district 
militia. The arrangement of other commands has 
not yet been announced, Civii organizations will 
comprise the filth division and will be under the 
immediate orders of Colonel Myron M. Parker. 
The first brigade of this division will be headed by 
ihe .Americus republican club, of Pittsburg, 
and will include a number of well known Penusyl 
vania clubs. New Jersey organizations will make 
up the second brigade, and Maryland men the 
thirés A bost of republican clubs will be in the 
fourth brigade under marshalship of General H. A. 
Barnum, of New York. General W. G. Butterfield 
will command the fifth brigade, which will com- 
prise Clubs from different sections of the country. 
Virginia, Delaware, South Carolina, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, Ohto, Rhode Island, Missouri, 
Minnesota, Kansas aud Colorado will all have rep- 
resentatives in this brigade. 
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A Story of Suffering Frvm lowa—A Grain

3URLINGTON, Iowa, February 25.—At Win- 
tield, Henry county, in this state. yesterday morn- 
ing the dwelling of Thomas Innis was destroyed and 
his mother-in-law, Mrs. Torbitt, 60 years old, and 
Innis’s eleven-year-old daughter were burned to 
death. Mr. and Mrs. Innts end six other children 
escaped in their nigh} clothes and were compelled 
in their naked state to make their way some dis 
tance to a aeighbor’s house. Innis was severely 
burned and the whole family suffered severely from 
the exposure, 

St. Louis, February 25.—A special from 
Deavenworth, Kansas, under date of the 25th says:

BLOWN UP BY POWDER. 


Ten Girlsand Gne Man Lose Their Lives by 
an Explosion. 
WILKESBARRE, Pa., February 25.—Back of 
the Gaylord shaft at Plymouth, a mining town, few 
miles from here, stood the tactory of John Powell, 
for the manufacture of ‘‘squibs’’ used by the miners 
in loosening coal. The factory employed eighty- 
four girls,aged from twelye_to twenty years and 
several male workmen, While a majority of the 
employes were absent at dinner, at noon today 
and stout twenty remained in the building eating 
their iunch, a terrific explosion startled the neigh. 
borhood, The people rushed to the squib factory 
and found it half demolisbed and in flames and the 
bodies ofseveral girls visible in some of the rooms. 
A number ofminers rushed to the aid of the girls 
but a second explosion atthat moment caused the 
building to collapse. The miners were staggered for 
a moment, but they soon had everybody, living and 
dead, out ofthe wreck. Ten girls are dead so far 
and one man killed and one badly injured. The 
latter was Mr. Powell, the proprietor. Several kegs 
of powder exploded but no explanation is known as 
to what set them off,

Mr. Morley moved the adoption of his 
amendment tothe address in reply to the 
queen's speech, condemning the administra- 
tion in Ireland as harsh, unjust and oppres- 
sive, and asking that measures to content the 
Irish and re-establish the real union of Great 
Britain and Ireland be adopted. 

Mr. Morley strongly condemned the singular 
lack of prudence, foresight and care that had 
been shown by the administration in Ireland 
during the last few months. .The arrest of 
Father McFadden, at Gweedore, he said, was 
marked by every bad quality that could ac- 
company a judicial act It was worthy of the 
vorst exploits of the ruftian judge in Scotland, 
wlio, a vontury ago, said: ‘‘Give me a prisoner 
and I’ll find the law.”’ Mr. Morley referred 
at length to the recent arrests in Ireland, and 
ridiculed the ideaof arresting men for such 
offenses as cheering William O’ Brien, etc. 

Referring to the imprisoned members of 
parliament he urged that while their offenses 
were limited to speaking and writing treason 
thev should be treated as first class misdoers. 
Lhe time was swiftly coming when an appeal 
would ascend from the nation asking her 
majesty to recur to the sense of the people so 
that they might decide the great issues now 
dividing the government and the opposition. 
[Cheers.] The opposition required the fullest 
explanation regarding the employment of 
Irish magistrates. crown solicitors and police 
in framing the Times case. Mr. Moreley asked 
why, if the condition of [reiand was better, 
as claimed by the government, the proceedings 
against Irish members of the house of vom- 
mons were more frequent. These proceedings 
to him seemeda sign of alarm and dismay 
instead of confidence. 

Mr. Morley demanded to know why docu- 
ments were handed to the Times for the pur- 
poses of the plot to which it might be proved 
that the government had infatuatedly become 
dupes and accessories. |Cheers. | 

Referring again to the case of Father Mc- 
Fadden, Mr. Morley said that Balfour had 

ADMITTED THAT THE POLICE ERRED 
in arresting the priest. The speaker contended 
that the arrests at Tralee on the occasion of 
Mr. G’Brien’s trial were illegal. No home 
secretary or English magistrate would venture 
to actas though arrests were in conformity 
with English law. [Cheers.] 

Balfour had sent a doctor to Mr. O’Brien for 
the sake of the government and not on the 
ground of humanity. He quoted from a 
speech in which Mr. Balfour. said he did not 
think he should allow Mr. O’Brien to ruin his 
constitution for the purpose of injuring the 
government. Balfourhad asserted’ that he 
(Balfour), had no power to relax prison rules, 
but he did relax them in cases of Catholic 
clergymen for fear of wounding or insulting 
the religious sentiment of the people. He 
urged Balfour also to regard the popular 
sympathy with the imprisoned members of 
parliament. 

BALFOUR’S REPLY. 

Mr. Balfour, upon rising to reply, was 
greeted with cries of ‘‘Pigott.’”” This was con- 
tinued until the speaker peremptorily in- 
sisted upon the house coming toorder. In 
opening his speech, Mr. Balfour said that the 
opposition would have shown themselves un- 
worthy oftheir position if they had not takenthe 
earliest opportunity to bring forward accusa- 
tions, for rivals of which in bitterness they 
might vainly search history. He was not sur- 
prised that Mr. Morley had taken advantage 
of his position to make charges against the 
government, at a time when le knew his 
words would pass current in the country, be- 
cause the government could not possibly take 
up his challenges. He twitted Mr. Morley 
with alluding to the Parnell commission and 
ignoring the charges of cruelty, inhumanity, 
and cynical savageness with which his (Bal- 
four’s) waste basket had been flocded during 
the recess. Possibly it had begun to dawn 
upon the minds of the opposition that they 
had been duped by imaginary reports con- 
cerning the treatment of O’Brien. ([Criesof 
“Oh! Oh!’?} He admitted that the prison 
rules had been relaxed 

IN THE CASES OF PRIFSTS, 
but the house knew that he had always been 
doubtful whether in relaxing the rules he was 
not straining the crimes act. The rule regard- 
ing cutting of prisoners’ hair was never relaxed 
except in cases of disease. 

“What disease prevented mv hair being 
cut inguired Mr. Dillon, amid much 
laughter. 

‘*You were in the hospital during your im- 
prisonment,’’ responded Mr. Balfour. 

Mr. Balfour declared that, assuming that 
prisoners under the crimes act ought to be 
treated as ordinary criminals, the charges 
against the government were unfounded. 

Admitting that in a certain sense offenders 
against the crimes act were political, if they 
were treated differently on that aecount the 
same treatment ought to be conceded 
to the dynamiters and political 
aSasins. Mr. Balfour said that the 
state of Ireland wasj improving where 
the heat of the campaign had not 
penetrated. Mr. Morley had called the sen- 
tence of Harrington “‘monstrous.’”?’ Why did 
not Harrington appeal from that sentence? 
(lronical Parnellitejlaughter): There were at 
the present moment 20,000 persons in the ordi- 
dinary prisons of the kingdom, while only 100 
were imprisoned in Ireland under the crimes 
act. Ifthe object of punishment was to pre- 
vent crime, never had s5s0 great a 
result been obtained at the cost of g0 
little suffering. The conspiracy (cries of ‘‘Pig- 
got’’) which began in Ireland last August (re- 
newed cries of ‘‘ Piggott’’) showed signs of abat- 
ing. The statistics of agrarian crime showed 
& marvelaus improvement in the condition of 
the country since the crimes act was passed. 
If O’Connell were still alive, he would shrink 
from the means employed by the gentlemen 
below the gangway torender government im- 
possible. What wuuld be the future of Ireland 
when the happy day arrived for the gentlemen 
opposite to conduct, instead of criticizing the 
government of Ireland? Never in the history 
of the world had the country flourished under 
a system so absolutely subversive of law and 
liberty. Hie did not believe that the princi- 

les of the opposition would win the country, 
but he was certain that such principles would 
destroy the best compacted empire that was 
ever put together by the will ofmen. Bal- 
four, who spoke in a cynical vein throughout, 
was subjected to a running fire of laughter, 
ironical cheers, and cries of ‘‘Pigott’’ and 
‘Times.

being made. 

He was once sentenced to be hanged. 

Colonel) Castleman has long been one of 
Kentucky's most prominent citizens, and at 
present is adjutant general on the governor's 
staff. He was in Kentncky when the war 
began and entered the confederate army with 
Morgan. He was one of that gallant gener- 
al’s most faithful and confidential lieutenants, 
and rode beside him during many daring, reck- 
less charges. During the war he was captured 
by the federal troops, and later was tried b 
court martial. The court made quick wor 
of the trial and  sentencec Colonel 
Castieman to death by the rope. 
When sentence of death was passed 
the colonel asked to be given a soldiers’ death, 
but the court martial thought shooting too 
good for him. He was placed in jail to await 
the day for his execution and gave himself up 
to his fate. 

But he was not hanged. 

Colonel Castleman had a married sister re- 
siding in St. Louis. Her husband was a 
union gentleman of ‘prominence and influence. 
Through him the sister went to work and on 
the day before the death sentence was to be 
pheried ou! she reached Washington. That af- 
ternoon she caltied upon President Lincoln 
and before leaving the white house had induced 
the chief executive tosaye her brother’s life. 
The sentence was changed to confinement in 
the penitentiary, and on the day upon which 
hejwas to. have died the gailant Kentuckian 
was sont to the prison.

THE PROSELYTIZING IN PROGRESS 
IN GEORGIA. 


A Band of Twenty-Five to Leave for Utah 
Next Week—Richmond County Fruitful 
Ground, 

Aveusta, Ga., February 25.—[Special.]— 
Two Mormon elders, A. R. Smith, of Colorado, 
and J. M. Browning, of Utah, who are doing 
missionary work in this county, were inter- 
viewed today. They declare that their teach- 
ings are misrepresented in the press, and affirm 
that polygamy, though not opposed to their re- 
ligion belief and teachings, is not taught or 
practiced by them to any extent, as one of the 
principles of their religion is to submit to the 
laws of the land. They declare that Utah isa 
model home of morality and good manners. 
Twenty-five converts will leave for Chatta- 
nooga next week whence they will take the 
emigrant train for Utah. 

THE QUESTION GROWING SERIOUS. 

~The Mormon question is beginning tobe a 
serious one in this and adjoining counties 
Several times within the past few months 
attention has been called to this subject, and 
onone occasion the creed of the society or 
church was published, together with the titles 
of works upon the subject of monogamy and 
polygamy, which were advertised on the back 
of the slip on which these articles of faith 
were printed. 

Persons familiar with the practice of these 
Mormon elders declare that in their public 
services and exercises, which are held with 
little or no secrecy in the houses of persons in 
sympathy with their work, there is no utter- 
ance calculated to offend or frighten away any- 
hody. Everything is ona high religious plane, 
andthe manner and address of the elders is 
paternal and pleasing. Neveris any reference 
made to polygamy except to deny that it is one 
of the tenets and requirements of their faith. 

WHEN THE WORK BEGINS. 

After the converts have been made, how- 
ever, and the recruits have been baptized into 
the Mormon faith, then the work of the elders 
begins in earnest in the family, and having 
subscribed to the Mormon doctrine the women 
are assured of the sinlessness and righteous- 
ness of polygamy. Happy and viriuous houses 
of years’ standing are being invaded by these 
false prophets, andit is declared that con- 
verts are being won by them almost daily. For 
months past this work has been in progress 10 
nearly every portion of this county. At Grove- 
town, Gel air, Berzelia, and through the coun- 
try precincts, and right here in this city their 
missionary work is being carried on, and re- 
cruits are constantly being added to their 
ranks, 

in the minds of many people—fair-minded, 
liberal-spirited people who believe in religious 
liberty—this is unhallowed and improper imis- 
work, and in adjoining counties active 
taken by the people to rid 
of these Mormon elders.

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The Cowles Bill, 

We think it may be said with truth that 
Mr. Mills, in offering strenuous and factious 
opposition to that part of his tariff bill 
which covers the revenue tax on tobacco, 
does not represent even a reasonably large 
minority of the party. His 
tariff bill, as a whole, commends itself to 
an overwhelming majority of the democrats, 
whatever some of them may have thought 
asto the impolicy of pressing such a measure 
Which never had the remotest chance of 
becoming alaw. It was made the basis of 
@ very stirring campaign, and it was in- 
dorsed and supported with an enthusiasm 
that was largely the result of the vigor and 
energy with which Mr. Mills pressed the 
matter. 

But it must be said, with all due respect 
for the high position Mr. Mills has won asa 
democratic leader, that his attitude in op- 
position to the internal revenue feature of 
his tariff bill is based on neither statesman- 
ship nor common. sense. In short his posi- 
tlon is indefensible, indeed, and is opposed 
to the views expressed In Mr. Cleveland’s 
tariff message. ‘‘It is a condition and not 
a theory which confronts us,’’ said the presi- 
dent, and in that brief sentence the situa- 
tion wasadmirably summed up. The ‘‘con- 
dition’’ to which the president alluded was 
the dangerous accumulation of assurplus 
in the treasury, and the prime object of 
tariff legislation was to reduce that surplus 
and prevent a further accumulation of un- 
necessary funds in the treasury, the result 
of unnecessary, and therefore burdensome 
taxation. 

If the purpose of those democrats who 
favor the Cowles bill (which is the revenue 
feature indorsed by the ways and ‘means 
committee) was to defeat the Mills bill or 
to prevent tariff reform, we could under- 
stand and appreciate the position of Mr. 
Mills and the democrats who now follow his 
lead; but it is a well-known fact that the 
only opportunity which the democrats will 
have of redeeming their promise to the peo- 
ple to reduce unnecessary taxation will be 
to pass the Cowles bill. 

Mr. Mills is opposing it with all his 
might, but the reasons that he gives for his 
attitude are by no means satisfactory. The 
Cowles bill, if it becomes a law, will take 
$30,000,000 a. year from the dangerous sur- 
plus, and will therefore reduce unnecessary 
taxation to that extent. It is a measure 
eminently democratic in all its parts, It was 
indorsed by the democratic ways and means 
committee when they made it a part of the 
Mills bill, and this indorsement cannot be 
recalled now that it is certain that demo- 
cratic efforts in favor of tariff reform will 
be defeated. 

There is no reason why any man who 
claims to be a democrat should oppose the 
repeal of the tobacco tax at thistime. It 
isa war tax; it is an unnecessary tax; it is 
an unjust tax; it is a tax on an agricultural 
product; it is an excise tax, against which 
the democratic party has been arrayed since 
its foundation. 

It is to be hoped that. Mr. Mills, who 
showed himself to be an able leader during 
the recent campaign, will forego his purpose 
to filibuster to prevent the passage of the 
Cowles bill. The democratic party, although 
it has been defeated, owes something to the 
country and to itself. It owes to the coun- 
try the duty of reducing unnecessary taxa- 
tion to the extent of its power. If it finds 
that it cannot reduce tariff taxation, then 
it should reduce unnecessary taxation wher- 
ever it finds it. 

The attitude of Mr. Mills is, that if he 
cannot get the whole loaf he will have none, 
but this is not democratic. To a tax-bur- 
dened people some relief is better than no 
relief at all, and especially is this true in 
the south where the production of tobacco 
has come to be an important industry. 

Mr. Mills is wrong. He has arrayed him- 
self against an overwhelming majority of 
_the democratic party, and he shonld hasten 
to set himself right.

The Railway Mail Service. 

The St. Louis Republic introduces an in- 
teresting article on the railway mail service 
as follows: 

The railway mail service of the United States has 
attaincd aboutas near perfection as is possible, 
Every year nearly or quite $20,000,000 is expended in 
keeping up the service, and the results attained are 
not equaled perbapsin any other country, when 
the lar.e territory embraced by itis taken into con- 
sideration. 

‘this may be all right as far as the west is 
concerned, but we insist that if the railway 
mail service has reached such perfection as 
Is attributed to it by the Republic, the south 
does not receive its proportionate benefit. 

The mailservice of the south does not 
come up to the standard of that of any other 
section of the country, and instead of grow- 
ing better down this way it seems to be on 
the wane. Several weeks ago Tur Constt- 
TUTION called attention to the urgent neces- 
sity for an improvement in the service. Al- 
most every newspaper in Georgia has joined 
in the demand for a better System, and pub- 

lc opinion has been aroused to such an ex- 

tent that (he people will not be satisfied 
until they get a service commensurate with 
the business and social demands of the 
state. 

Superintendent Turner, in reply to the 
general complaint made from all parts of the 
state, says that the fault in the present ser- 
vice is not with the postal authorities, but is 
almost entirely with the railroads which are 
constantly losing schedules and failing to 
make connections. Wecan readily see how 
this would impair a perfect system in the 
handling and distribution of the mails, but the 
postofiice department must be held respon- 
sible if it allows: the railroads to handle the 
mails in such a manneras to undo whatever 
system might exist in that department. The 

‘railroads are paid to carry the mails, and 
when they fail in their duty they should be 
held strictly accountable. Slow schedules 
and bad connections are fatal to the service, 
and railroads should be held pest as strictly 
responsible for their carelessness as should 
; Sn tar ether one : : 
; department. 


| as has been made lately. 


! the railroad schedule system of the state has 


been sadly out of gear forthe past few 
months. We do not remember having ever 
heard so much complaint from this source 
There is no possi- 
ble excuse for it, and unless the railroads 
show a tendency to improve in the prompt- 
ness with which they come up to their time- 
tables, they must take the consequences 
without complaint if the people take the 
wnatter in their own hands. 

The rallroads owe aduty tothe public 
and the public has aright to enforce com- 
pliance with that duty. Of course, when, 
through providential causes, they cannot 
make their schedule time, they should not 
be held responsible, but they should be held 
to rigid accountability when, for other rea- 
sons, they constantly inconvenience the 
public, entailing annoyance and loss by dis- 
arranged schedules and bad connection. 

Let us have no more ofthis miserable 
railroad service, which has been the subject 
of general complaint from all parts of the 
state. There area few exceptions in the 
roads which have laid themselves liable to 
such criticism, and of these we have noth 
ing to say; but there are railroads which of 
late have almost abandoned their schedules, 
and unless something is done to remedy the 
evil Tue Constrirution will feel it a duty 
tothe public to go to the bottom of the 
matter and see what isthe cause of the 


trouble.

* Our Queer Divorce Laws. 

The divorce muddle is about as bad 
New York as it is anywhere else. 

Recently a Mr. Prochazka obtained a di- 
vorce and married another wife. After the 
marriage the first wife had the decree of di- 
vorce set aside for fraud. The bewildered 
Mr. Prochazka then returned to his first 
love, and his second wife now asks a divorce 
from him on the remarkable ground that he 
is living with his own wife. 

New, while the New York law has forced 
this unhappy man into becoming a Mormon. 
or something like it, he will not be allowed 
to retain his two wives. And yet if he had 
persuaded the second wife to move to.an 
adjoining state he would have remained the 
lawful husband of the woman in New York 
and the woman just across the state line. 

It is said that hundreds of men in New 
York are legally wedded to more than one 
wife. This absurd situation is not so much 
the result of an intention to violate the law 
as itis of atangled divorce system. It is 
simply disgraceful that such a condition of 
affairs should be permitted to exist in one 
of the oldest and most highly civilized states 
in the union. 


Crime in the Cities. 

Is crime on the increase in our cities? 

Chiefs of police in the leading cities of 
the United States were recently asked this 
question, and nearly all of them have 
answered in the affirmative. 

Some notable things crop out in the state- 
ments made by the police chieftains. In- 
spector Williains, of New York, says that 
public prostitution and public drunkenness 
among women are on the decrease. He 
finds native Americans most numerous 
among criminals. Ninety per cent of the 
guilty are detected. 

The report from Boston in a general way 
agrees with the New York report, except 
that drunkenness among women is on the 
increase. 

Philadelphia reports a general decrease of 
crime, with the exception of abortion cases, 

The Brooklyn chief declares that drunk- 
enness among women is on the increase, 
but that prostitution is unknown! 

In Chicago almost every form of crime is 
on the increase, 

Nothing very remarkable is reported from 
Louisville, and most of the crime there is 
charged upon the negroes. Richmond 
makes a similar showing. 

The Savannah chief reports an increase 
of crime, principally among the negroes, 
and says: ‘‘The best way to diminish crime 
is to diminish poverty. Put the people to 
work, which can be done by using the sur- 
plus money in the treasury.”’ 

In Mobile a queer state of affairs is re- 
The chief says: ‘‘Private prostitu-

ported. 
tion has killed public prostitution.’ 

These will do as sample reports from 
northern and southern cities. A summary 
of 150 answers will show that crime is in- 
creasing in a large majority of cities; that 
prostitution is on the increase in four-fifths 
of the cities; that drunkenness among 
women is on the increase; that female 
criminals are considered the most hardened; 
that the more intelligent classes produce the 
most cunning criminals, and that only a 
very small per centage of criminals ever re- 
form. 

Brooklyn leads in virtue, and Wheeling, 
W. Va., shows up as the wickedest city. 

Preachers, missionaries and Christians 
generally would do well to study these re- 
ports. They have been telling us that the 
world is growing better, and have boasted 
of the influence of education in decreasing 
crime.

The President Sends Back Some Private Pen- 
sion Bills. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The president 
today vetoed six private pension bills, five of which 
originated in the house and oneintlhe senate. 
Bills granting pensions to Squire Walter, Henry V. 
Bass, Wm. Barnes and John J, Lockey were disap- 
proved upon the ground that death or disability of 
asoldier on account of which a pension is sought, 
was not due to his military serviee. The bill in 
fayor of KE. W. Warner was vetoed because of the 
fact that prior to the passage of the bill, a pension 
of $18er month with $2,000 arrearages had been 
allowed by the pension bureau. As to the case of 
John McCool, the president in his yeto message 
SAYS: 

The report of the committee in the house of repre- 
sentatives recommending the passage of this bill, 
contains no intimation that there exists anv disa- 
bility contracted in the service, but distin. tly de- 
clares the pension, recommended asery¥ice peusion, 
and states that the beneficiary is blind. As long as 
the policy of granting pensions for disability, traces 
able to incidents of army service, is adhered to the 
allowance of a pension by a special act based upon 
service only gives rise to unjust and uufair dis- 
criminatiébns amoung those equally entitied, and 
makes precedents which will eventually result in 
an entire departure from the principle upon which 
pensions are now awarded,”

THE COLOR LINE 
Drawn by Colored Students Against White 
Teachers. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., February 25.—[Special. ] 
There is trouble of the bitterest sort among the 
pupils and teachers at the college for colored people 
at Talladega, Ala. Theschool has been kept up by 
white men fromthe north, and-the faculty and 
teachers are white. The cause of the present trou- 
ble is given out that Adalissa Littlejohn, a negro 
girl student, was compelled to make fires for one of 
the teachers. She complained, but was informed by 
the authorities of the school that she would bave to 
dothe work or leave. The siudents took up the 
fight for the girl, who was locked up by the col 
lege authorities. The students broke the barricade 
and released her. They demanded that she shouid 
be released ot the druagery, but the college authori 
ifes refused, Thenthe students withdrew and held 
a mass meeting. The meeting was addressed by 
Felix J. Sims, astudentof the college, and one of 
the most prominent negro leaders in the state, in 
which he denounced the authorities of the college 
and said that many wrongs had been going on that 
must be stopped. About forty studerts have leftthe 
college and gone home, and the princij-al features 
of the school are broken up.

CAPTAIN MERCER TELLS A STORY 


About the Man Who Was Charged With Killing His 
Wife, and Who Was Arrested for Stealing the 
Richmond and Danville Railway Pay Train— 
How He Got Away. 


Charley Rose is out in Southern California 

That isa good many miles away from the 
Dade coal mines, where he was booked for 
fifteen years. 

Since reaching California he has sent a pho-

Just about daylight yesterday morning Cap- 
tain Mercer, Captain JManley, Stationhouse 
Keeper Stewart and Call Officer Looney were 
sitting in the station house toasting their shins 
and talking. In some way the conversation 
turned upon Charley Rose when Captain 
Mercer remarked: 

“Do you know that he made a ful) and free 
confession : of the killing ?”’ 

“When?” he was asked. 

“Soon after he got out of Dadé coal mines, 
He told how he made his escape, then all 
about the killing and about stealing that pay 
train that time,’’ said the captain. 

‘To whom did he tell it?” 

“To his brother-in-law, Miller, soon after he 
got away from the mines.”’

“Why, Miller told me himself. He said 
that after Charlie got out the mine he came to 
his mother’s house at night, and that they sent 
for him, and when he wentin Charley was 
there.

These are the expressions heard every day 
in regard to criminals of an age so tender that 
the courts eannot, for the sike of humanity, 


send them to prison.

“Julius Bone and Kddie McEwen are still at he 
barracks, and Mayor Sct: warz is in a quandary as to 
what todo with them.

10. When first arrested, a couple of weeks ago, they 
pte tended to be brothers, and gave false names, 
fnformation received from Atlanta says that the 
Bone boy is a contirmed thief, and that the entire 
family hasa bad reputation.

Solicitor General C. W. Hill was seen 
terday afternoon, and he said:

These 
boys were left orphans at a tender age, and 
they fell into the hands of a very bad ian. 
Criminality seemed to be imbued in their dis- 
position. Will was tried four times and _re- 
leased on account of his youth, but at last he 
was convicted of burglary and is now serving 
penitentiary. Ed has been up 
three or four times, as well as young Bone, 
who see ms to be afilicted with the same inborn 
depravity. 

OLDER ONES ENCOURAGE THEM. 

“Another thing,’’ continued Mr. Hill, ‘‘older 
criminals take advantage of the vicious ~— 
sition of these lads, and when brought up 
fore the courts the little rascals will cry, 
as if their hearts would break, and 
acknowledge—‘Yes, we done it;’ but the courts 
cannot afford to inflict extreme penalties on 
children so young. Thus itis that they go on 
from bad to worse until they grow up hardened 
criminals of the toughest sort. 

“Were we to send them to jailthey would 
only be educated in vice, and become wiser in 
kuowledge of crime. It is a crying shame that 
there is not some provision im: ide for them. 
Why, you have no idea of them. One will 
come to the bar with 

THE FACE OF AN ANGRFL 
and confess to his wickedness, and we are 
powerless to do anything. For that very rea- 
son I argue that the establishment of schools 
of reform is an absolute necessity. Let there 
be houses of correction established where they 
may be punished when they take the first steps 
incrime. Itis frequently the case that we 
have seven or eight cases where they are too 
young to prosecute... Thisisan unanswerable 
oe in favor of establish ing 
for both white and black.’ 
Foreman Fox Corroborates. 

Dr. Amos Fox, foreman of the last grand 
jury, said: 

‘These 


yes- 


boys are but two illustrations of 
natural depravity. Bone has been up before 
us two or three times: and there are now two 
or three indictments against the old lady Bone, 
one of which is for murder. We find — 
avainst them, but that is of little avail, 
they are too young to be sent tothe pe atte n- 
tiary ; and the consequence is that there is no 
alternative but to discharge them. 

‘And some of our most troublesome crimi- 
nals are among these boys. I think thata 
house of correction is one of the most needed 
of — institutions, and we can never do 
anythfhg with aoe boy burglars and law- 
breakers generally, till we have some such 
establishment where we can punish them sep- 
arate from older criminals.’ 

Judge Anderson's Opinion, 

“T am on record already, on that question,” 
said Judge James A. Anderson, who comes in 
contact with this class of incorrigible criminals 
oftener, perhaps, than anybody in the city. 

‘Il have long been a strong advocate of the 
establishment of those sort of institutions. 
We obtained a charter once, for that purpose, 
and Judge Howard Van Epps elected 
president of the association formed to get up 
such things. 
set the movement 
funds.’ 

“Ilow do you think it should be done ?”’ 

“By the city and county jointly, 
here ; brut there ought to 
some state provision made, as 
counties are unable tosustain them unaided. 
There ought to bea house of correction with 
an industrial institution attached, wherchy 
these youthful ecrimi:. aoe be kept under 
proper moral restraint as well as taught to 
work for a living.’
